Argentina Drifting in 


Crisis Cross Current

For a month Argentina has 
drifted dangerously in crisis, 
caught in the cross-currents be­ 
tween resurgent Peronism and 
military leaders bitterly opposed 
to anything resembling a return 
to the policies of the ex-dictator. 
In the midst of this has been 
President 
Jose 
Maria Guido, 
placed in office by the military 
after the fall of President Arturo 
Frondiii. 
This past weekend Guido was 
forming his second cabinet in 
four weeks.Lack of Plan 
Multiplying Guido's difficulties 
was an apparent lack of plan by 
the men who put him in office 
and who also suffered a lack of 
unity among themselves. 
In contrast were the Peronistas, 
who at least knew what they 
wanted. 
They demanded an end to the 
austerity which had begun to re­ 
store international confidence in 
the Argentine peso and a return 
to nationalism which would be 
felt by foreign investors. 
From his comfortable Spanish 
exile in Madrid, Juan D. Peron 
was pulling the party strings and 
seeing what might prove to be 
his best chance for a return to 
power. 
Not asked but giving their 
enthusiastically received support 
were the Argentine Communists. 
For those who still held hope 
for Argentina. President Guido 
himself provided a slight, en­ 
couraging ray. 
He had s h o w n unexpected 
strength in dealing with the vari 
ous military factions. For econom­ 
ic minister in his second cabinet 
he had selected Alvaro Carlos 


perous middle class as a bulwark 
arainst Communism. 
A year ago. Alsogaray lost his 
post in the Frondizi cabinet. 
In the ensuing months, four 
economic ministers came and 
went. 
A poor wheat crop led to a 
drastic cut in exports and in 1961 
the country's trade d e f i c it 
amounted to $450 million, double 
that of the year before. 
The cost of living mounted by 
IS per cent. 
The announcement of Alsoga- 
ray’s return to government led 
to an immediate strengthening of 
the peso in international exchange 
rates. 
But the way ahead will be 
rough and possibly of short dura­ 
tion.Labor leaders received news of 
his appointment unenthusiastical­ 
ly. He still must face the prob­ 
lems of the enormous deficits 
piled up annually by government- 
operated services such as the 
railroads. 
And among the Argentine peo­ 
ple there is no sure sign of a 
determination to carry out the 
sacrifices Alsogaray will demand

Christopher 
Is Against 
Pay Floor 


OXNARD (UPI)-San Francisco 
Mayor George Christopher said 
Tuesday he would oppose a mini 
mum wage for California agricul­ 
tural labor unless it also applied 
to the entire nation. 
The GOP candidate for lieuten­ 
ant governor said that if there is 
to be such a law for agriculture, 
“it must come from the federal 
level in order to apply equally to 
other states." 
"California farm wages already 
are among the highest in the na­ 
tion." he said, “and an enforced 
minimum wage in this state alone 
would discriminate against Califor­ 
nia agriculture and agricultural 
workers by pricing their products 
at a grave competitive disadvan­ 
tage.” 
Christopher said there must be 
protection against strikes at har 
vest time in the public interest 
but “in the interest of the farm 
worker, compassion m u s t be 
shown in wages, working condi­ 
tions and facilities for migrants." 
Speaking before a Republican 
breakfast meeting, 
Christopher 
said relations between the state 
government and agriculture “we 
have been seriously damaged ov­ 
er the past three years by an ad­ 
ministration which had made vir­ 
tually no attempt to hide its hos­ 
tility toward farmers and its ig­ 
norance of their industry."

New Spacecraft May 
Detect Life on Mars 


By ELDON BARRETT 
SEATTLE (U PI)- Detection of 
possible life on Mars may be ac­ 
complished with the development 
of an advanced spacecraft called 
Mariner B, to be launched in 1964, 
the second National Conference 
on the Peaceful Uses of Space 
was told Tuesday. 
Edgar M. Cortright, deputy di­ 
rector of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration’s Office 
of Space Sciences, said the new 
craft would be powered with an 
Atlas-Centaur rocket and would 
be designed for flight to Mars. 
A landing capsule would be 
guided toward the planet by the 
basic spacecraft which will then 
fly by the planet, he explained. 
While the capsule enters the at- 
mospere and lands, the space­ 
craft will perform scanning ex­ 
periments. 
Another spacecraft, known as 


Mariner R. i» **'"8 designed to 
land on Venus. 
“With the capsule on the sur­ 
face of Mars may well come the 
first proof of extraterrestrial 
life," he said. 
Cortright was one of seven 
space scientists reading papers at 
the conference today. 
He was preceded to the stage 
in the Opera House of the Seattle 
World's Fair grounds by Dr. 
Homer E. Newell, director of the 
Office of Space Sciences, who de­ 
scribed an orbiting astronomical 
observatory under development 
by the Grumman Aircraft Engi­ 
neering Corp., Bethpage, N.Y. 
He said the OAO would be the 
largest of the scientific satellite 
observatories—about 10 feet in 
length and weighing about 1 Vi 
tons—and would be guided so ac­ 
curately it could approach 0.1 sec­ 
ond of arc.

SACRAMENTO (UPO - Nixon 
or Shell? 
About three million registered 
Republican voters will 
have 
e 
chance to make that choice on 
June S. 
Their decision svill put the win­ 
ner—either Richard M. Nixon or 
Assemblyman Joseph C. Shell of 
Los Angeles—egainst Democratic 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown in the 
Nov. 6th general election. 
Because of the abolition of cross­ 
filing. only Republicans will be 
eligible to cast a ballot in June 
on the Shell-Nixon race. 
As for the nearly four million 
Democrats, they svill have the op­ 
portunity to cast a vote of confi­ 
dence for Brosvn who has only 
token opposition on the ballot in 
the primary. 
Almost overlooked in the inten­ 
sive campaign being waged by 
Nixon. Shell and Brown is the 
fact that the June ballot also lists 
three other Democrats, one Re­ 
publican and one Prohibition par­ 
ty candidate for governor.

First Step Back 
For 49-year-old Nixon, the June 
election w ill, he hopes, be the 
first step on the road back to the 
political p i n n a c l e he nearly 
reached in 1960 when he was beat­ 
en for the presidency by a hair­ 
line nationwide margin of 118.500 
votes. 
He has virtually ignored Shell, 
a 43-year-old state ajsemblyman 
who proudly calls himsef a con­ 
servative. Instead, Nixon has con­ 
centrated most of his campaign 
fire on Brown whom he describes 
as an "am iable bungler." 
Browne reply is 
that Nixon 
wants to become governor only 
as a stepping stone to another bid 
for the White House.

“ Nothing could serse Khrush­ 
chev better. Neither our form of 
government nor our system of en­ 
terprise can survive insolvency. 
All of us know that we cannot 
continue much longer to spend 
and spend, tax and tax and bor­ 
row and borrow." 
If Rockefeller will be patient, 
Byrd will supply him with all the 
facts on Kennedy Administration 
spending policies.

If Labor Cooperates - All's W ell 


When rrrsiilf'1 Kennedy told th e Uni­ 


ted Auto Workers Union M onday th at they 


shared responsibility with m anufacturers to 


hold the price line, his w ords certainly were 


on the right track. It now rem ains to be seen 


if governmental policy follows governmental 


verbiage. 
• 
UAW head W alter Reuther already has 
served notice that union gains have not kept 
pace with industry profits and th at unions 
«ill not be deterred from asking for another 


round of increases. 
Reuther, too. has repudiated any thought 
of tieing wage boosts to productivity in­ 


c r ea se s. Says he, simply, w e w ant a bigger 
cut of the pie not because w e've earned it 
but because it's our rig h t. 
Meanwhile investors already have react­ 
ed to Big Steel’s retreat from a «6 a ton 
price increase by a resistance w hich has 
depressed the market. After all, investm ent 
capital works, too, and w hen its return is 


not commensurate with the risk in any field, 
it stavs out or moves to a new and more lu­ 


crative field. 
You can argue w ith this fact, just as 
you may argue w ith labor's right to move or 
to strike, but you're not going to change it. 
Neither can you change the fact that 
industry's cost to create one worker's job 
nationally averages at «13,000; that a slow­ 
down of investment capital slows down em­ 


p lo y m e n t; and that labor, thus, suffers in the 


long nm. 
Now if JFK’s effort to hold the wage- 
rate line, and thus industry's cost, is success­ 
ful, the benefits would seem to be subst.in- 
tioti I-ahor. industry, the consuming public 
and investment capital w ould all operate in 
a more favorable atmosphere. 
The President certainly lias a big ami 
laudable objective in his message to organized 
labor The attainm ent will need both deter­ 
mination on his part and cooperation on the 


pai t of organized labor.
